But Roscoe was aroused. Large num 
bers of people hastened to the build- 
ing and a bucket brigade was formed 
Owing to the quantity of chemicals in 
the laboratory another and more dan 
gerous explosion was feared.

length a few buckets of water were 
thrown tin the blaze and it was extin- 
guished.

was only damaged a little.

tbe night Roscoe this evening would 
be without a school building. 
The 


blaze is only another argument favor- 
ing the annexation of Roscoe to Co 
shocton.

Those Awful Boers Menacing 


Cape Colony Loyalists. 


CALLING ALOUD FOR MORE TROOPS. 


England at Last Realizes That the 


South African Situation Is Most Se- 
rious—Invaders Pushing on Toward 
Cupe Town and Seizing Kverythliig 
In Sight—Europeuu Recruits. 
London, Jan. 7.—Dispatches bearing 


news of a disquieting nature continue 
to arrive from Cape Town. These 
dwell upon, the seriousness of the sit- 
uation in Cape Colony and the fur- 
ther extension of martial law there. 
The vagueness of the information 
concerning the movements and posi- 
tion of ttie invaders has sent a fresh 
cold fit over the colonists, and Cape 
Town calls loudly for strong reinforce • 
ments from England on the ground 
that the greater part of Lord Kitch- 
ener's available force is employed in 
protecting the lines of communication 
and the rand mines, the latter extend- 
ing for a distance of 50 miles. 


It is asserted by one Cape Town cor- 


respondent that unless the forces In 
Cape Colony are increased, a most un- 
desirable state of affairs may result, 
as the success in arms of the invaders, 
nowever slight, might be the signal 
for a Dutch rising. As it is, many 
British residents have had to leave the 
Dutch villages near Cape Town, their 
jves -being unbearable. According to 
a native report, 100 men, either Boers 
or local farmers, have just passed 
through Clanwilliam district in the 
direction of Malmesbury. 
'.The Cape Town correspondent of 
The Daily Mail, who calls for 40,000 
resh troops, says: "'Prominent Afri- 
kander loyalists declare that the re- 
bellious colonists will. construe the 
colonial call to arms as a challenge, 
aid that the ominous silence of the 
iro-rebels, combined with the fact that 
nembers of the pro-Boer Junta in Cape 
Town have been touring1 in the dis- 
affected districts, emphasizes the ne- 
cessity for martial law. The necessity 
was never more acute -for dispatching 
reinforcements. Already there is proof 
iat colonials are leading one com- 
mando." 


The military movements reported 


are quite unimportant, though Portu- 
gal Is sending reinforcements to Lou- 
renzo Marques. Dr. Leyds, according 
to a The Hague correspondent, is re- 
cruiting in Holland, Belgium, France 
and' Germany, and his recruits will be 
sent to Namaqualand, ostensibly as 
emigrants, each man receiving £50 
down on starting. 


In a letter to The Times, the Earl 


of Dunraven, emphasizing the "very 


rave situation, in 
South 
Africa," 


warns the country to distrust the opin- 
ons of experts on the spot, and to be 
ready for the unexpected. He com- 
plains of the "inertia of the authori- 
ses," and urges the necessity o£ large 
reinforcements. The Cape Town cor- 
espondent of The Times, who con- 
firms the reports of the multiplicity of 
the Boer commandoes, says: "Nearly 
five-sixths of the British' troops are 
employed to guard the lines of com- 
munications and to garrison the towns, 
eaving a very small number, partly 
unmounted, to pursue the enemy. 
Large reinforcements are advisable, 
and these would be cheaper in the end.

at £210,000." 


Another Strike. 


Scranton, Pa., Jan. 7.—The 800 em- 


ployes of the Mount Pleasant colliery 
of the Elk Hill Coal and Iron company 
are again on strike, the 'third time in 
a year. They decided to strike Satur-' 
day night because the superintendent 
refused to give a driver boy the rate 
of wages the boy claimed he was enti- 
tled to. The company, anticipating the 
strike, posted a notice that the colliery 
from this date would be shut down. 
The men are threatening to call out 
all of the 7,000 employes of the 12 col- 
lieries of the Elk Hill company if the 
lockout is persisted in at the Mouut 
Pleasant mine. 


\Var» and the New Century. 


Baltimore, Jan. 7.—Cardinal Gib- 


bons delivered a sermon at high mass 
in the cathedral in which he reviewed 
briefly the events of the century just 
closed with special reference to the 
wars t/hich have been waged during 
that period as a preface to an urgent 
plea for universal peace. He inciden- 
tally toucnod upon the subject of the 
proposed increase 
of the standing 


army in this country, pointing out the 
evil results arising from the mainte- 
nance of large bodies of armed men in 
Europe, and expressed the hope that 
similar conditions may never obtain in 
this country. 


KussliL Will Object. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 7.—Discussing 


the alleged project of an exchange of 
German East Africa for Cyprus, the 
Novoe Vremya says: "Under existing 
treaties the other powers must be con- 
sulted about Cyprus, and Russia will 
never consent .-o Germany securing 
such a foothold in the near cast."

It is expected to consume two 


days. The remainder of the week will 
be devoted to appropriation bills. The 
district of Columbia bill will probably 
be the next of the supply bills to be 
considered. 


Army Reorganization. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The senate 


will continue to practically give unin- 
terrupted attention to the army reor- 
ganization bill until that measure shall 
be disposed of. That the bill will pass 
no one doubts, and the general opinion 
is that it will get through some time 
during the present week/ Senator 
Hawfey, chairman of the committee on 
military affairs, expresses the opinion 
that the measure will be in conference 
by Wednesday, but other senators 
postpone the date somewhat. There 
are several committee amendments 
yet to be considered, including those 
relating to the army canteen and vet- 
erinary corps. The provision of the 
bill authorizing the enlistment of Fili- 
pinos in the army of the United States 
is among the features which are al- 
most'certain to come in for attack.

. -1 have noticed that a. man never likes 
* city where he has not behaved well. 
People "who have a free ride in the prison 
van never like the city that furnishes the 
•vehicle. When 1 find Argos and Rhodes 
and Smyrna trying to prove themselves 
the birthplace of Homer. I conclude right 
away that Homer beha.ved well. He liked 
them, and they liked him. We must not 
tear on laudable city pride or with the 
idea of building ourselves up at any time 
to try to pull others down. Boston must 
continue to point" to its Faneuil hall and 
to its superior educationo.' advantages. 
Philadelphia must continue to point to 
Its Independence hall and its mint and 
its Gtrard college. New York must con- 
tinue to exult in its matchless harbor arid 
its vast population and its institutions of 
mercy and its ever widening commerce.

floors of the building, and death in 
every instanwwas due to suffocation. 


The dead: Nathaniel Pearley, pain- 
ter. 60; C.^J. Skidmore, mill oiler, 45; 
J. S. Bentiey, newspaper solicitor, 55; 
B. Scofleld, laborer, 45; George Rudey, 
barber; Michael Monahan, 75; J. M. 
Eriekson, 25; Mr. Jacobson, laborer, 50. 


_JLXhe ftre was discovered by Charles 
-Hanson, a* lie-was about to go to his 
room on the second floor. He immedi- 
ately apprised Clerk O'Connor, and 
the two men set about to awaken the 
'lodgers. Hanson devoted his attention 
to the second floor, while O'Connor 
rushed Tip stairs. The men were all 
sound asleep and it was with the 
greatest 
difficulty that they 
were 


aroused. In several instances it was 
necessary for O'Connor to break in the 


' "door. la. the meantime he gave the 


alarm and the warning soon spread. 
O'Connor -wsfcs finally forced to beat a 
retreat because of the smoke, and after 
having done all In his power he ran 
down and outside. 
_ "What took place In the dingy rooms 
and narrow dark hallways will never 
be known. It T?as a case of every man 
nishing for his own life. Nineteen of 
the 27 lodgsrs were successful, but the 
others were unable to beat their way 
through the smoke, succumbed and fell 
in-theittracta, where they* were found 
dead by-the firemen. Many of those 
who escaped came staggering out oh 
the snowy sidewalk like drunken men, 
barely making their way through the 
deadly smoke and heat and only par- 
tially clad. Several had narrow es- 
capes. The loss on the building and 
contents will not exceed $50,000.

18. Further, It la stated positively that 
the revelations to be made by the 
writer of the letter will involve a well 
known man In this city who has been 
suspected, but against whom no posi- 
tive evidence could be obtained. 


Russia and Manchuria. 


Vienna, Jan. 7.—The outlines of the 


Russo-Chiuese agreement 
regarding 


Manchuria were settled with Li Hung 
Chang in December, 1899, and prior to 
that Russia had concluded treaties 
with the emirs of Bokhara and Khiva 
and the shah of Persia, arranging for 
neutrality or for military assistance in 
the event of difficulties arising between 
Russia and any Asiatic power.

Chicago, Jan. 7. — Philip Danforth 


Armour, philanthropist, financier and 
multi-millionaire, head of the vast 
commercial establishment that bears 
his name, died at his home, 2115 Prai- 
rie avenue, Sunday evening. A mus- 
cular affection of the heart was the 
immediate cause of death. 
He had 


been slowly recovering from pneumo- 
nia. 
He had been in failing health 


the past few years and sought relief in 
many climes. His demise will have 
no disturbing effect upon the great 
Armour enterprises. 


Philip Armour, 69, was born in Onei- 


da county, New York. 
He walked to 


California in '49 and returned six years I 
later with a snug fortune. Later he 
settled in 'Milwaukee, 
establishing 


there a large wholesale grocery. In 
1S66 
he moved to Chicago, where he 


founded what is now the largest pack- 
ing houae in the world. Mr. Armour 
was 'also interested in railway and 
many other enterprises, the Armour 
holdings being estimated: at 1150.000,- 
000. 
Mrs. Armour and one son, J. 


Og-den, survive, the industrial king. Of 
five brothers identified with the up- 
building of the Armour enterprises, 
but one is living, Herman O. of New 
York. 
Mr. Armour founded the Ar- 


mour institute, and maintained 
the 


same in a generous manner. 


Bishop Wigger's De*tb. 


New York, Jan. 1. — The death, of 


Bishop Wigger was announced in all 
the Catholic churches throughbut the 
Newark diocese at all the masses. Spe- 
cial prayers for the repose of the soul 
of the late prelate were said and later 
a special mass of. requiem will be sung 
in each church.

IT CLEANS THE SHIPS. 


Sallliiar Thrnnicb 
m. Volcuno Crater 


Im .tfe* /B*reiu> Sea. 


In the jJSgean sea a vessel may sail 


Into the top of a crater, and though it 
Is hard to find anchorage there, yet a 
mere sail through Is appreciated great- 
ly by captains, because It cleanses the 
bottom of the ships from 
marine 


growth. 


More than 2,000 years ago the isle of 


Shntorin was split in half by an earth- 
quake, with the result that what was 
once the . crater • of a volcano is now a 
crescent shaped harbor. Two glisten- 
ing -n-uite towns of Thera and St. 
Nicholas are perched on the summit, of 
the steep cliffs, whose dark and dlsmul 
hue Is similar to that of the top of Ve- 
suvius. Standing out against the sky 
are large numbers of windmills, with 
many sails, arranged in a perfect cir- 
cle. These are evidently employed for 
crushing the olives, which, along- with 
the terraced vines, are the staple prod- 
uct of the Island. The Santorln wine is 
of excellent quality and Is highly ap- 
preciated In the Levant. 


Between the main Island on the cast 


and the smaller, Tberesia, on the west, 
are the three small Kaumone islands, 
nil of which have come Into existence 
since tlie original earthquake, while the 
largest of the three was "bora from the 
sea" less than 200 years ago, showing 
that the center of the old volcano has 
Htill a certain amount of activity. 


The water in the harbor into which 


the sulphurous streams from this vol- 
canic island drain has it peculiar prop- 
erty 
which 
completely cleans off 


growths of every kind from the bottom 
of any ship.
